The work, (first published 1893-98)jsetiy Satayu FoundatiopsistDelhi and eGangolri 


a fabulous variety of coins, ranging from the 
Graeco- Bactrian coins of the ancient world 
to the ones issued by the East India Company 
in the 19th century. Growing from J. 
Rodgers' 3-decade long, unwearied quest in 
the bazars of contemporary Panjab (India), it 
meticulously catalogues a vast array of nearly 
10,000 gold, silver, bronze and copper coins 
of diverse descriptions, struck by different 
rulers : kings, princes, emperors, sultans, 
maharajas, and the like. In an equally 
painstaking effort to assign the coins to the 
rulers in historical times, the compiler, 
(Honorary Numismatist to the Government 
of India), has closely examined the dates, 
mint names, inscriptions, legends; and even 
couplets on the coins. 


Systematically organizing the entire collec- 
tion in series, Rodgers offers this Catalogue 
in 4 parts (volumes). Part I, The Coins of the 
Mogul Emperors of India, describes 1816 
coins issued by the Mughal and Suri kings. 
The prodigious varieties of the Mughal 
coins, considered with the nature of couplets 
inscribed on them, and the great number of 
mints where they were moulded, will 
undoubtedly deepen the interest of numisma- 
tists in the coinage of one of the largest 
empires of the world. 


Part IL, Miscellaneous Muhammedan Coins, 
dealing with the medieval and modern 
history, describes over twenty series of coins, 
Barring the coinage of the Hindu kings of 
Kabul and of the Sikhs, it covers coins of 
Muhammedan dynasties, notably those of 
the Bahmani dynasty, the Khalifas, the Khans 
of the Golden Horde, and the Sultans of 
Ghaznih, Delhi, Bengal, Kashmir, Malwa, 
Gujarat, and Jaunpur. 


Part Ill, Graeco-Bactrian and other Ancient 

Coins, again Presents an enchanting variety 

of coins. Not only are included here the 
coins of the Graeco-Bactrian and Indo- 
Scythic kings, but also the Parthian, Seleu- 
kidian, Roman and Byzantine coins. It also 
Catalogues coins of ancient India, some of 
which were probably among the ones current 
at the time of Alexander’s invasion.

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PREFACE.: 


A. preface is scarcely needed to this fourth part of the Catalogue. The table of 
contents shows what coins are here described. They are such as could not well come 
in any of the three precediug parts. They are coins of a most miscellaneous descrip- 
tion. They represent the odd things ihe collector meets with in tho bázárs of the 
Panjab. They are, however, far from being of small value. Tho coins of the old 
Mahárájas of Kashmir and Kangra form two most intoresting series. "Those of the 
Maliks of Sistan show that collectors ns yot havo not been fully aware of what may 
be obtained. Tho Coins of Nímroz, which is another name for Sístán, also show this. 
Nimroz is now a desert. In olden times it was denscly inhabited as the ruined cities 
now found there bear witness. The Turkestan Coins here given might perhaps have 
been given along with the Samani Coins. The few Central Asian Coins in silver, are 
modern. Tho Misecllanoous Muhammadan Silver Coins and the Unassigned Silver 
Coins are interesting, as are the Miscellaneous Old Copper Muhammadan Coins. 

The Beluchistán Copper Coius are modern and are here edited for the first time. 
After them como coins of Bhopal, Bhuj, Baroda, Chamba, Garhwal, Indore, Kashmir 
and Jummún, Mysore, Nepal, Kuch Bahar, Udayapúr and Navanagar, in all of which 
there is something of intorest. hey are all modern. The coins of Garhwál aro hore 
edited for the first time. These coins are found iu large quantities all over Northern 
India; those bearing the name of Parduman Shah are however, most abundant. Tho 
few rupees of Native States are just samples of what may be obtained in large quan- 
tities. The samo remark applios to Copper Coins of Native States. Coins of Sirmúr, 
the capital of which is Nabhan, are however, very raro. Miscellaneous Indian Copper 
Coins might have been increased to an indefinito extent. Of most of theso nothing 
whatever is known: their publication may elicit some information, 

Unassigned Bronze Indian Coins open out a field of enquiry that will bo at once 
evident to the reader. General Sir Alexander Cunningham had a lot of these, but 
could give no information about them, We shall some day know all about them. 

Miscellaneous Copper Asiatic Coins deal with a varicty of places. The East India 
Company Coins offer nothing worthy of noto. Thoy wero collected hecauso of their 
legends. No, 32 was never circulated. It was a trial piece, as was the rupee No. 14. 

Coins of South India are just odd specimens of old curreneies from tlmt part of 
the Empire. Such aro tho coins of Travancore and Ceylon. Danish Copper Coins 
and Dutch East Indian Coins deal with the currencics of Denmark and Holland in 
the East. Miscellaneous Asiatic Silver Coins explain themselves. : 

Autonomous Coins from Kabul, Pesháwur, tho Deraját, Qandalár, Shikárpút, 
Herat, Higár, Bukhara, Balkh, Ghaznih, Kirmán and Khwárizm show the necessity there 
was in these places for a copper coinage. They seem to resemble our English tokens. 
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The English Coins here given wero all picked up in Northern deu and the 

zs ee z xe has wandered all over India. Coins 
Panjáb. They show how an English currency í 
from Russia, Turkey and European couutries nearer to Indi than England, ere shown 
Loth in silver and copper. Miscellaneous Copper Coins include things from many 
countries. American Coins have got somo strange things in them. : 

T'ho “ Medala’’ avo of some intorest and so are tho “ Religious Medals," and the 
“ Tickets” and “ Weights.” The “Copper Tokens " must have come here just in the 
same manner as the English Coins, There are some strange things in the “ Advertise- 
ments” which could never have passed as Coins, though in tho form of some copper 
currencies. : 

I suppose it was tho sight of these many varieties of things mad me pecure 
them just in order that my colloction might illustrato what is found in an Indian 
bázár. It will be seen that tho coins are arranged undor more ihan fifty headings, 
and that some of these are subdivided. In this part of the Caialogue therefore, 
Miscellaneous Coins aro dealt with, Some of the groups are edited hero for the first 
time, eg., the Nimroz Coins, pp. 18-20, the Beluchistán Coins, pp. 33-36, the Autono- 
mous Coins of Kábul, Pesháwur, Qandahár, Herát, &e. All these coins are at any 
rato of historical value, no mattor how little valuo they may have artistically. Tho 
whole of the coins described, excepting the “ Weights," “ Tickets,” “ Advertisements ” 
and “ Card markers," were once in circulation, and were therefore worth collecting and 
describing. 

In bringing this Catalogue to a close I own, I must confess, that I did not know 
when J sold my collection, that its contents were qnito so varied or so valuable, Í had 
gone on collecting and coliecting till Thad forgotten, to somo extent, what I had 
gathered together. It was only when everything had to be described that I became 
nwaro of what a strange medley of things I had accumulated. 

Tt must not be supposed that this collection represents all the possibilities of 
Panjab bázárs. With money, even now, superb coins may be obtained of tho Græco- 
Baetrians, the Indo-Seythians, the Sultans of Ghazni and of Dehli, and of the Mogul 
Emperors. T was handicapped all tho time by lick of money. J had to allow precious 
things to slip through my hands, or J purchased them to soll them in order to obtain 
funds for my Mogul series. In this way, however, many collections have been gainers. 
Many of tho rarest coins in the British Museum Collection of Mogul Coins wore 
found by me and parted with to General Cunningham. The rupee of Humayun, 
B. M. Cat. No. 11, p. 9, was bonght by mo in Saharanpur; the rupee of Sháhjahán 
with name Khurram, 1 got in Lahore, D. M. Cat. No. 978, p. 114, and Shah Shnjá, 
Mubammadi, D. M. Cat. No. 690, p. 135, was obtained in Dehli. Again I parted with 
several series years before I sold the mass of my collection, Thus my Sikh Coins I 
sold to the Lahore Museum, my Siri Rupees went to Madras. My Square Silver 
Kashmír Goins wero purchased by the British Museum as w 
Shah Durrání and of Ná:lir Sháh, struck in India.

I nover, howover, allowed a Mogul Coin that would really help me 
to complete a roign, to «lip through my fingers, I always regretted letting the three 
go which Í have mentioned above, but then the price offered me was too tempting. 
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Many coins have come into my hands from other collections. Most of these were 

wom Panjáb bázárs. Some of these I drew at onco and published them in my five 
supplements to the Chronicles of the Pathan Kings of Dehli, by Edward ‘Thomas. 
Each supplement I illustrated by two plates. These coins were returned to their 
owners. 

Since I sold this collection, and during the time I have been engaged in writing 
this Cataloguo and putting it through tho press, many thousands of coins have passed 
through my hands, many of which were unique. The collections of Mr. Eugene 
Leggett of Kurrachoe, of Dr. Stulpnagel and Tom Higgins, lisq., of Lahoro, of Pandit 
Ratan Narayan of Dehli, and of a General of the Indian Army, havo been dispersed. 
I regret that from them all no Museum in India has derived one singlo coin. This 
wns not my fanlt. As Honorary Numismatist to tho Governmont of India, I consi- 
dered it incumbent on me to let the authorities know what L had to dispose of. I was 
met with one answer —tliere are no funds. Private persons purchased theso treasures 
and they are now scattered over the wide world. 

I rejoice in the fact that, during the past three years, the British Museum has 
obtained through me some valuable additions to its cabinets from my recent researchies. 
1 have also boon able to add somo coins to tho Indian Museum Collection. Possossing 
as Í now do the Catalogues of the British Museum Oriental Coins, the Catologues of 
the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and of the Lahore Museum, I know what coins these 
institutions possess. When now coins come into my hands I can easily see whether 
any of these Museums possess them or not. Ifthey have them, Í am at liberty to 
offer them to private individuals, Often, however, whoð they have not got them they 
cannot buy them for want of funds, and then these rare coins are offered to.and 
purchased by private individuals. In this way many private collections have been 
eariched. Ultimately these private collections will be dispersed and then, perhaps, 
come of these uniquo things will find their way into Museums, or they may bo lost for 
ever to the public. : 

One iuteresting feature I notice with pleasure. Native gontlemen and scholars 
are beginning to turn their attention to Indian Numismatics. This is as it should be. 
We are only strangers in the land. It has been our privilege to show what a vast 
fund of historical knowledge may be obtained from the coins of tho country. It now 
remnins for scholars who belong to the country to carry on tho researches wo havo 
commenced. If my labours in the past be honoured by the post of guide to the 
Jabours of tho future, I shall esteem it no small roward. : 

It remains for me to thank the Government of the Panjáb for the interest shown 
in the subject of numismatics. Sir James Lyall was Lieutenant-Governor when my 
cabinets were purchased. Sir Denis Fitzpatrick has always shown deep interest in 
the coins found in the Province he rules so woll. The Secretary to Government, 


"Mr. H. C. Fanshawe, has always cheered me in my labours, and to him I owe especial 


thanks. 
I cannot conclude this preface without roferring to the help given mo by his 

Excellency the Marquis of Dvfferin and Ava. His Excellency the Marquis of Laus- 

downe took deep interest in my resonrches. ‘The present Govornor-Goneral when at 
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Amritsar, was pleased to notice some of the results of my labours. But after all the 
chief pleasure I have is that, tho coins I havo collected and described will form the 
nucleus of a collection which will assist the students of the history of the Panjáb 
and adjacent countries. When the late William Marsden made over his collection of 
Oriental Coins to the British Museum, he could not see that each small group would 
grow into á completo collection. But if we compare the British Muscum Catalogues 
of Oriental Coins with the coins in his book, we shall see that cach portion of it haa 
been indefinitely enlarged. More than this, no sooner were the Catalogues finished 
than two immense appendices of new coins were ready. By this time new editions 
of the whole must be necessary. It will be thus, Í trust, in tho Panjab. The present 
collection will bo indefinitely increased until it represent fully in coins, the whole of 
tho history of that part of the world of which Lahore is centre.
